The “‘deputy assessor’ robber has been 
arrested, and has confessed that during 
the last six months he has robbed scores 
of housewives in St. Louts. 

Twenty angry women confronted him Fri- 
day morning, and to all their imprecations 
he answered only with a conciliatory smile. 

He was suave, but his debonair manner 
maddened his victims as much as it had 
impressed them the first time they met 
him. 

Six feet one inch tall, of stalwart build, 
and honest“ blue eyes, his manner is con- 
vincing and effective. 

He is 31 years old, well educated, and 
has spent the proceeds of his daily thefts 
in buying good things for himeelf. 

The police are relieved to know he is 
locked up. Every day for the st Gx 
months complaints have been made that a 
man representing himself as a deputy as- 
sessor or as an insurance nt and gained 
access to a house, and while the house- 
wife's attention was engr elsewhere 
had managed to find her purse or her 
jewelry. 

It became monotonous to the police. Citi- 
zéns began to wonder why a robber that 
worked every day in the week q to 
elude the guardians of the peace. ulle- 
tins have been issued regularly giving his 
description. 

When he was so kind as to admit that 
a dozen reputable women were telling the 
truth in accusing him of robbery, the 
lice felt he had done them a favor they 
could not fail to appreciate.

He told her he had been sent 
to inspect her household goods in order to 
find out how much her taxes would be. 
He usually insinuated that he would 
stretch a point to make the assessment 
Bo low the tax would not be felt. 

During the conversation that ensued he 
picked up jewelry and purses. 

In one pocketbook he found $74. In an- 
other there was only sixty cents. The av- 
erage amount was about $6.

Grandjury Urged to Separate 
the Good From the Bad in 
the Big Police Depart- 
ment. 


INDICT THE DISHONEST; 
UPHOLD THE HONEST 


President Hawes Offers Res- 
olution at the Meeting of 
the Board on Friday Af- 


ternoon. 


President Hawes introduced the following 
resolution when the Board of Police 
Commissioners met at the Four Courts 
Friday afternoon: 

“The St. Louis Police Department {s an 
important arm of the state and city gov- 
ernment. Its duties are manifold. There 
is not another city department with which 
it is not connected directly or indirectly. 

“Its work is not confined exclusively to 
preserving the peace and arresting vio- 
lators of the law; on the contrary, its 
services are in demand and necessary 
for the proper conduct of-municipal af- 
fairs in nearly every department of the 
city government. It employs 1300 men 
at an annual cost to the city of more 
than $1,500,000. 

“Its good or bad repute is of vital import- 
ance to the city, both at home and 
abroad. ‘ 

“We believe that there has been within 
the last three years great improvement in 
discipline, personnel and the efficient con- 
duct of police business. 

“A charge of dishonesty, and of collu- 
sion with criminals, has dangerously bad 
effects on the department, is a menace 
to its usefulness and distinctly to the dis- 
advantage of all citizens. 

“In the employment of thirteen hundred 
(1300) men, it is possible that there may 
be some members of the police department 
who do not perform their duties properly. 
and who may be responsible for the failure 
to suppress crime in certain localities, or 
crimes of a particular character. 

“The Police Board desires that, , there 
be any officers in the department guilty of 
violations of the state law, they be promipt- 
ly indicted by the Grand Jury and proper- 
ly —* 

“It is, however, wrong in principle, unfair 
and dishonest, to make vague and [ndefi- 
nite charges, 1 s upon a whole de- 
partment, and thus injuring hundreds of 
onest, capable and efficient public ser- 
vants, who perform their duties well and 
faithfully. ow, therefore, 

“Be it resolved by the Board of Police 
Commissioners of the City of St. Louls that 
the Grand Jury now in session is respect- 
fully requested to make a complete and 
thorough investigation of the whole Police 
Department, to the end that, if there be 
any offenders in the department they may 


be discovered and punished according to 
aw.

Four of Knapps’ 
Known Victims, 
HAMILTON, O., Feb. 27.—The case of 


Ida Gebhart, whom Knapp killed in In- 
dianapolis in July, 1895, was a most brutal 
one. The child was assaulted and killed. 
She was only 8 years old and her murder 
was a sensation for months in Indiana. 
Knapp’s confession now clears up that aw- 
ful mystery. The Littlemann girl, whom 
Knapp killed in Cincinnati, June 21, 18%, 
wae also but a child 

he dead body of Emma Littlemann was 
found on June 21, 1894, in the lumber yard 
designated by Knapp in his confession. 
The girl's N was about half under a 
lumber pile. e police made an exhaust- 
ive examination into the case, but were 
able to secure no evidence of a tangible 
nature. Despite the position in which the 
body lay the detectives finally said that 
it was their opinion that she had committed 
suicide. 

It was contended at the time by news- 
paper men and others that the girl’s body 
could not have been found as it was if she 
had killed herself, There was no way by 
which she could have fallen, so that her 
body would have been half under -

her brother’s career, she said she was 
afraid the evidence was against him, and 
that she had grave fears that he was 
guilty of the awful charge. 

Mrs. King said that the man had hardly 
epent six months out of prison at one 
time since he was 14 years of age. 

Albert Knapp was the black sheep of 
the family, and his disgrace has been 
hard for her to bear. When the first evi- 
dence of her brother's guilt was brought 


to Mrs. King’s attention she was pros- 
trated and her heart failed her. All night 
she lay in a critical condition, attended 


by Dr. Kaiser of Cumminsville. When 
she recovered from the shock yesterday 
she stated that she could not make any 
defense for her brother, as he had gone 
wrong many times before. She attributed 
his guilt to insanity. 

When Knapp was a little boy he was 
kicked in the head by a horse, and since 
that time his relatives believe that he has 
never been sane. The blow on the head 
caused a long iliness, and Knapp still 
carries a large scar over his right eye. 
It is belleved by Mrs. King that, in a fit 
of temporary insanity, Knapp killed his 
last wife, who was Miss Hannah Goddard. 

Miss Goddard was well known to the 
residents of Cumminsville, and made her 
home with the King family, in the Lake- 
man street home, for two years, while 
her husband was serving a term in the 
Michigan City prison in Indiana. 

Shortly before the Goddard woman dis- 
appeared from Knapp’s Hamilton home 
the neighbors told the King family that 
they had heard Knapp threaten her life. 
On Dec. 22 of last year Mrs. Knapp disap- 
peared. 

The Hamilton police were notified and 
Knapp came to this city and told of her 
disappearance. His story was not credit- 
ed by the King family, and when he had 
told his sister King called him into an 
adjoining room and accused him of put- 
ting the woman out of the way. He re- 
fused to answer the charge, and said he 
knew of no reason for her going away. 

Knapp's relatives, knowing his mental 
condition, made a thorough investigation. 
It was proved that the woman had quar- 
reled with her husband, but this only 
sustained the suicide theory which was 
advanced at the time by the police. The 
case was dropped, and onlv a short time 
afterward Knapp married Miss Goddard. 

Knapp’s relatives believed him guilty of 
the charges against him, and expected 
that sooner or later he would make a 
confession. Almost invariably, they say, 
he would own to his wrongdoings when 
pressed. 

The blow on the head by the horse’s 
hoof is given by the man’s relatives as 
the cause of his degeneracy. In school he 
never could get along, and he spent sev- 
eral terms in penal institutions while 
still a boy. The police of this city are 
well acquainted with the man’s record, and 
believe him to be a habitual criminal. 

Mrs. Knapp No. 1 secured a divorce from 
Knapp in this city after living with him 
only a short while. She accused Knapp of 
attentions to another woman. She was 
Emma Stubbs, a Cincinnati girl.

Judge Daniel O'Connell Tracy of the 
First district police court made the follow- 
ing statement in regard to the staying of 
tines of women brought before his court 
tc the Post-Digpaich Friday morning: 

“Only when the evidence shows extenu- 
ating circumstances shall I remit or stay 
fines imposed upon women, and at that 
the cases in which I shall do this will be 
few and far between. 

“Gamblers must also pay théir fines. 

“To these two classes of offenders too 
much leniency has been shown, but from 
now on I shall interpret the law strictly.“ 

This was Judge Tracy's third day on 
the police court bench and three women 
who were brought before the court were 
fined $10 and costs in each case. There 
were no gambling cases on the docket. 

It is said that there have been a great 
many fines imposed in this and other 
courts which were afterwards stayed, 
making some offenders practically im- 
mune. It is expected that this class of 
cases will no longer overweight the po- 
lice court docket. 


Judge Tracy is not inclined to be severe 
with other offenders and will probably tem- 
er justice with mercy whenever leniency 
s called for by the circumstances of the 
case. 

He would not discuss his plan of adminis- 
tration further.

When the Council was call to order at 
4 o'clock Thursday — ony Councilman 
Hodges moved that further hearing of tes- 
timony be discontinued. The councilmen 
then held an executive session, during 
which they decided on the verdict. The 
fact that Former City Counsellor Schur- 
macher had testified that Fitzgibbon had 
followed his advice in deciding what con- 
tracts should be advertised greatly in- 
fluenced the findings. 

After the verdict had been announced 
President Horneby, who had voted inst 
acquittal, explained his vote. He d tho 
testimony showed Fitzgibbon was incom- 
petent, though not dishonest, and had let 
contracts at exhorbitant prices, 

Councilman Boyce, who voted that Fitz-

In the seventh and eighth Hanlon had a 
slight advantage. In the ninth he had the 
champion hanging on to avoid punishment 
of his body, for which Hanlon played re- 
peatedly. 

Many thought that the fight was over in 
the tenth round. Corbett tried for the head 
but could not break through Eddie's guard. 
Hanlon planted four good smashes to the 
champion’s jaw and then they clinched. 
Corbett was bleeding freely but was game 
and stood up bravely while Hanlon played 
a tattoo on Ais face and body.
